MOTORBIKE PARKS? 


In all fairness we must concede that the 
sharing of riding space is a complex 
problem, Many factors must be involved 
in its solution, Frequently one hears the 
bitter complaints of local residents 
whose peace, quiet and privacy are 
Shattered by the use of nearby land for 
motorcycle and mini-bike riding. 


In some cases it is clear thatthe sight 
of a bike too distant to be audible would 
rouse the citizen to a frenzy; but in 
many situations residents have tried in 
vain to be tolerant. 


So scarce is riding space that the word 
travels widely when a suitable place is 
found and its use is undisturbed, Soon 
cyclists come from miles away and what 
was an occasional disturbance thatresi- 
dents could survive becomes a dawn to 
dusk regular event, 


In addition, some motorcycles are so 
noisy that even other motorcyclists are 
disturbed by over-long exposure to them. 
I happen to be one of those nuts who 
think that the sound of motors is pure 
music; but I hear now and again a bike 
that I knowis disturbing to everyone else, 
It is clear that one part of the answer is 
quieter machines. 


Another part of the answer must be 
designated riding areas in-townor near- 
-by for local off-road riding, This is not 
to be confused with the question of open 
public land, which for most of the riders 
of this country will always be ata dis- 
tance. The general public is beginning to 
accept the concept that areas can be set 
aside for local riding as they are for 
other recreational sport, 


The following letter clipped from the 
Simi Enterprise Sun-News is worth 
noting. 


Editor: 

I know my problem isn't unique so 
maybe others can help or offer a solu- 
tion, The motorbikes were driving us 
crazy here on the end of Crosby Ave. to 
the point we couldn't sit outside and talk 
or even on occasion carry ona conversa- 
tion at the dinner table, The police are 
asking the riders not to use this private 
property and the general cooperation has 
prompted me to write. Basically these 
are families that use bikes as a sport 
and in Simi have no place to ride, I feel 
there are enough for our Parks & Recre- 
ation Dept, to consider a special motor- 
bike park close enough for convenience 
— far enough away to not disturb home 
owners, The noise isn't the only offense 
but danger of fire in the grass where 
trails aren't properly made makes us 
shudder. If the bike riders feel this 
would solve the problem lets have enough 
public opinion to get something done.

tries’ happy-go-lucky weekend warriors, 
the amateur sportsman riders went to 
Southern Bavaria last weekend and came 
up with Gold and Silver splendor. 

Americans Bill Uhl and Malcom Smith 
won Gold Medals with perfect scores, 
while Preston Petty, John Penton, Leroy 
Winters, Al Baker, Herb Uhl, Ron Baker, 
Dave Mungenast, Mike Patrickand Gerry 
Pacholke won Silver Metals; Ron Green,

Success for the Swedish firm. 
Husqvarna motorcycles are pro- 
duced in the Swedish town of that 
name at a large, modern, super- 
clean factory. 

Years ago the firm was only 
producing works machines for its 
factory riders to compete on in 
world championships. Then Mr. 
Edison Dye of Med-International 
in La Mesa, California convinced 
the factory to produce some ma- 
chines for sale to the American 
public. The early "Huskies" had a 
rather short motocross frame made 
primarily for never-sit-down GP 
racing. It was designed for high 
Speeds over very rough terrain. 
The latest machines have a com- 
pletely re-designed frame to cope 
with the demands of the sky-roc- 
keting motocross in America. The 
latest models now have a.longer 
(54 in.) frame, beefed transmis- 
sions, and more horsepower. 


The factory actually tried to bore the 
360 barrel to 420cc, But the metal left 
in the barrel was not enough to shape the 
proper exhaust and intake portcontours, 
It was finally decided to make a 405се 
machine, With better shaped ports, the 
400 (405cc) production bike now has al- 
most 5 more ponies at the top of the rev 
scale than last years works 420’s, 

Although the Husqvarna firm has not 
advertised it, the Huskys have also a 
seven-port design in the barrel, Gunnar 
Lindstrom, head of research at the fac- 
tory, mentioned, “I didn’t realize how 
much emphasis the Americans place on 
5-porting or 7-porting,.

approximately 6-3/4 inches. These forks 
are still short of dampening and longe- 
vity and are the only comparatively 
‘weak point’? on the bike, When asked 
what can one do to fix them, theanswer 
was, “throw them away!” 

Front fork angle is changed, the engine 
mounts have been changed from previous 


models, There are now two downtubes , 


sprouting from the main downtube to 
cradle the engine, and the pivoting point 
for the swingingarm has been altered. 
Wheelbase is now 0.7 inches longer, The 
bike's handling characteristics are much 
better. With just the slight change in 
wheelbase, fork angle and pivot point of 
the swingingarm, the bike has suddenly 
become a much more stable motorcycle, 
and a better motocross bike altogether, 
Handling is still precise, but not as 
touchy as the 360 of yesteryear. 
Increased low-rpm torque provides a 
smooth power band on the 400, which is 
a real blessing to the motocross racer, 
A rider can bring the revs down really 
low in a tight corner, then slowly turn 
the throttle back on without any worry of 
hitting a funny torque curve and having 
the machine suddenly leap out from 
under him. Power is smooth from very 
low to a high of 9000 rpm, The front 
wheel can be lifted at almost any time, 
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A small wire in the electrics has been 
vibrating loose on many of the 400’s, but 
has already been corrected in models 
now being sent to the U.S, 

The expansion chamber on the 400 is 
something that must be seen to be be- 
lieved, The header pipe is absolutely 
gigantic. This is to cope with the 405cc 
displacement, The stock chamber differs 
from the special works jobs run by the 
factory boys on the European circuits in 
having a shorter header and a chopped 
stinger. The longer stinger gives a bet- 
ter top-end speed while the shorter one 
delivers better low-end torque. Many 
motocross riders in the States cut off a 
section of their old 360’s stinger and will 
probably be doing the same with the 400, 
although it isn’t really necessary. 

A 2,5 gallon tank comes standard on 
the 400 with a 4.2 gallon modelavailable 
for the desert, There is alargeprotrud- 
ing bolt between the seatand the tank that 
holds the back of the tank onto theframe 
member, It can be a painful experience 
to land on it coming off a jumpor hitting 
a bad rut, A piece of foam rubber taped 
over the bolt seems to solve the problem. 

Finish on the 400 is almostcompletely 
flawless, Welding, paint, and chrome 
have all been applied with the well known 
Swedish quality, The 400 is not a trail 
bike; it wasn’t intended to be. It is a 
full-fledged, 100% super-powerful com- 
petition bike, If you think you can handle 
it, try one for size. You will not be 
disappointed,

sary papers before we are stopped, and 
we are quickly under way again after 
being passed through the line. 

Once we settled into a pattern, life was 
much easier, We established our head- 
quarters in Gent, Belgium, and live in a 
trailer park/camp ground in this beauti- 
ful city. After getting a sort of ‘‘home’’, 
we became more confident, That always 
gave us a place to come home to after a 
race, We had roots so to speak, and it 
helps us create a new scheme of daily 
living. In Gent, we get up in the morning 
whenever we wake up, and I usually go to 
the Molly Garage to pick up the mail, 
The mail is what keeps you going from 
day to day. I mean it is really important, 
If you don’t get mail, it almost spoils 
the whole day. Mail is your direct link 
with home, Fortunately we get lots of 
mail, and it keeps us busy answering 
letters, 

Our days are spent preparing the bike, 
shopping, working at the garage, and 
reading and writing much of the time, 
The European life isn't all glamorous, 
we'll guarantee you. At times we get 
very bored between races. It isn't that 
there is nothing to do, there are many 
places to go and things to see, butif I 
have trouble in a race and make only a 
small amount of money, then we have to 
nurse our funds to get us to the next race, 
It is really kind of adventurous to setoff 
for a race 1000 miles away with only $12 
in your pockets. We have done this on

several occasions, Traveling on limited 
funds is just a fact of life that must be 
accepted as such, If we were at home, I 
would just go back to workfor a week and 
pick up my weekly check — no problem, 
Over here it is difficult to work because 
of the mobile motocross life, Youhave to 
travel to get your money. Cheri and I 
both knew that this first year was going 
to be rough, but we decided long ago to 
lick all the problems. When I do well at 
an event, we live like kings for a while, 
When I do poorly, Cheri just makes in- 
expensive meals and we- conserve for 
next week, There is always next week, 
That is our líttle philosophy for Euro- 
pean racing/living, and it works quite 
well for us. 

Our stay here has been one big school, 
We have gained insight into many world 
and country problems which would be 
impossible to realize in the U.S. We 
have learned much about people, places, 
things, and mostly life, Life is about the 
same everywhere. No matter what lan- 
guage is spoken, or what. differences 
there are in customs, dress, govern- 
ment, etc; the people underneath are the 
same everywhere we have been, They get 
up in the morning, go to work, shop, 
quarrel, love, dream, and live just like 
we do, I guess we never really thought 
much about it until we came over here, 
Even in East Germany which is ruled by 
the communists, people live like people 
the world over, They are basically like 
all other people, but because of the com- 
munist principle they miss out on the 
extras of life. 

Traveling is fun for us, We always 
try to take different routes to places so 


we can see as much as possible. France 
is the worst place to travel, The roads 
are narrow, and if you do happen to get 
on an autobahn, it will be a toll highway, 
If you think U.S, driving is bad, wait until 
you are in France! Regardless of statis- 
tics at home, France has the worst death 
rate to accident rate in the world, If you 
are involved inanaccidenton the highway 
in France, you have nearly 50% chance 
of being killed, From our experiences, 
I would say the French have to be the 
most stupid people on earth when it comes 
to vehicle driving. They are appalling. 
Once in Paris we were traveling down the 
Avenue de St, Michael, which is a very 
broad one way street, The street narrow- 
ed at a construction sight to two lines, 
I had the caravan behind the car, and as 
I passed a French driver going into this 
two lane section, he suddenly slammed 
on the brakes and gotallpanicky because 
he thought I would hit him with the trail- 
er. I had allowed an extra five feet of 
room just to prevent such an occurrence, 
but he really got uptight anyway, When the 
road became five lanes again, he sped 
past me honking his horn and waving his 
fist, I swear, if you put boxing gloves on a 
Frenchman's hands, he wouldn't be able 
to utter one word, Anyway, I smiled and 
waved at him real friendly like,and he 
blew his mind! He roared ahead of me 
and slammed on his brakes directly in 
my path. Now motocross racing doesn't 
exactly make ones reactions slower, so 
I had already guessed what the idiot was 
going to do before he did it, I never shut 
off for a second, I just pulled over one 
lane and passed him, leaving him stopped

PERRIS, CALIF., Sept. 13/14, 1969 — 
«(We started as Novices, but now we're 
Experts," said Perris owner Gerry 
Burton when he was told about the article 
on him and his family. 

Perris, as most of you already know, 
was one of the very first tracks in 
Southern California, It all started back 
in the fifties when Grace Burton’s broth- 
er, Leon Evans, was racing. When the 
property was acquired, Leon was right 
there rhapsodizing about what an ideal 
track spot it would be with all its sage- 
brush and prairie, Voila! Perris was 
born, In 1957 the Burtons opened the 
gates and held their first race, To begin, 
they had a grand total of 17 riders, But 
by the third month, the entries jumped 
to 150, and then continued to climb to a 
280 average for the next four years, 

The whole family works the races now, 
Grace is the ablebodied ticket-taker (a 
job she likes, because even to this day, 
she gets too nervous to watch the rac- 
ing), Gerry is everywhere acting as an- 
nouncer, arbitrator, and chief mainten- 
ance man, Carolyn, Darleen, and Joan, 
the Burtons’ daughters, can be found 
tabulating results in the tower and work- 
ing the snack bar, Both Carolyn and 
Darleen have been honor students since 
kindergarten, Carolyn was Girl’s State 
Representative from Perris, She was 
also the winner of the history award last 
year in high school, 

Asked if they had any regrets, Gerry 
was quick to reply — ‘‘only the work,’’ 
Grace said that she had no regrets, but 
felt bad when people tried to ruin their 
equipment and destroy their property. 

Just the same, the Burtons are bent 
on making Perris the best track for 
motorcycle racers, Many of California's 
finest racers such as Eddie Mulder, 
Skip Van Leeuwen, and Dick Hammer 
have had their start at Perris, The 
Burtons are also responsible for night 
racing which is now catching on at 
several tracks, 

Phil Wood could be a candidate fora 
long, lean movie cowboy, but actually 
he’s a computer operator. He has been 
riding on and off for eight years and 
started riding in the desert on an 80, 
Now he is riding a big BSA Victor owned 
and tuned by Gil Schlant, and sponsored 
by K & N ot Riverside. Gil canbe thanked 
for getting Phil back into the sport, Phil 
once had an Expert rating on a 100 but 
had to hang it up because of the expense, 
However, Gil had the bike sitting in the 
garage, and over a couple of beers one 
night, talked Phil into giving ita go again, 

Phil’s wife, Sharon, is not too en- 
thusiastic about his racing mostly be- 
cause of the bike's size, Buthis two boys 
(ages nine and ten) will be allowed to 
race when they're ready, About the only 
problem Phil has is age. He says he's 
getting too old and wants to turn it off 
when he should be turning it on, It 
certainly doesn't look that way from 
the stands, 

Sunday the San Bernardino Club puton 
a well organized, well run race, Their 
no-nonsense attitude on the line made 
the starts some of the fairest seen. Jim 
Hunter celebrated his 46th birthday by 
making a parachute jump onto the center 
of the track, Then he climbed aboard his 
big BSA Goldstar, and in a special race, 
wailed on all of his competitors.

BONANZAS 
AT BONNEVILLE 


There was amazement and consterna- 
tion among veteran motorcyclists at the 
Bonneville Speed Trials recently, Two 
motorcycle speed records had been set 
by — of all things — a minibike, Unofficial 
time slips clocked one tiny bike as high 
as 120 mph as 18 year old novice rider 
John Conlan raced to the new records, 
One Bonneville official exclaimed, ‘‘They 
stole the show!” 

But it was no surprise to Mike Far- 
rand, president of Bonanza Industries, 
Incorporated, builders of the minibikes, 

According to Farrand the purpose in 
going to Bonneville was to prove once and 
for all that minibikes could have safe 
handling characteristics even at Bonne- 
ville speeds. 

Minibike manufacturers, like many 
other makers of powered vehicles, are 
concerned about safety; and some of them 
work closely with youth and police or- 
ganizations to promote safer riding on 
two wheels, An excellent example of this 
concern is that although it costs them 
sales, most reputable minibike makers 
recommend the smaller bikes be con- 
fined strictly to off-the-road fun riding. 
They further argue that it is far better 
for a youngster to start handling a pow- 
ered vehicle by controlling a 100 pound 
minibike in an empty lot than to start by 
driving a 4000 pound car on a 65 mph 
freeway. Many police officials agree and 
encourage supervised minibike riding 
programs.

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THE ART OF PROMOTION 


Experience and luck help, but nothing makes up for 


nerve and a lot of hard work. 
by Dick Ranney 

The Art of Promotion is just that, an art. It takes years for some to learn it, others seem to 
have a knack for it. In my opinion there are only two ways to evaluate it and that is by a 
constant increase in your spectators and your riders. Promoting to me is as much fun as winning 
the main event or beating the fastest man on the race course. It is a feeling of great satisfaction 
and a constant challenge. If you can imagine, try having an ice race in the dead of the winter 
with 367 entries, get everyone out to practice more than once, start the races at noon and be in 
your car on your way home by a quarter to five and know for certain that everything is done 
properly, By that | mean the parking lot is cleared and all the refuse is picked up and you are 
the last one to leave. Well, almost everything is done, for when you get home you still have to 
call all the news people in your area and give them the highlights of the day’s events andof 
course write an article for Cycle News. 

I would not advise anyone not willing to work hard andsteady to stick with it forever to offer 
the first hand of help. It is something that calls for that little bit of extra work from the 
individual and once you're in, you hate to turn down the dares. It can be the most rewarding 
thing some people ever do, and no doubt it will give them some of the happiest moments of 
their lives. When you can look around and see seVéral thousand people and perhaps hundreds of 
riders enjoying themselves, that is when you reap the personal rewards, seeing people have fun. 
And when the day's events are over a few of these people walk up and say “Thank You, I really 
enjoyed your program today.” For every person that tells you something like this you know 
there are'countless others who feel the same way.

Settle things with the neighbors ahead of time, or you may have a fight on your hands. 


Now comes the question of how we get these results. Well, it sure doesn't come easy. It 
comes from men who are willing to take a dare, the men who are willing to accept a challenge, 
from the men who will try to do the seemingly impossible. It comes from men who will 
concentrate, from men who are always public relations conscious, and from those who will be 
constantly thinking of new and better ways of doing things to make a better program. | have 
helped on probably about 30 races and hope from here forward | can pass on some of my 
experiences. 

First of all, you must find some property to start your promoting on. Then, by all means, be 
sure you won't be shut down on race day because some little old lady doesn't want motorcycles 
going by her house two miles up the road. Get permission from the local governmental body. 11 
may be a township zoning board, or simply a letter from the township board would be 
sufficient. But whatever you do get something on paper, then if there is a complaint and 
Officers are called. you have written permission and that makes it very difficult to stop your 
‘program. There is one more item in this area we must cover and that is neighbor relations. It 
would be a good idea to offer these people an all-season pass. Then is a good time also to listen 
to their dislikes about the situation and see if you can ease the problem somehow through an 
improvement. This is the time to be very diplomatic. 

Now presumably you have the property according to Hoyle and are ready to prepare the 
grounds for a race meet. In my estimation the atmosphere you create here is one of the most 
important things you can do. If you have a trashy area it will invite trashy people and not 
the people you would want there. | strongly recommend mowing the grass the day before the 
event because there are not many things that smell nicer than freshly mown grass. The next 
item of importance is toilet facilities. There is no doubt that too often these are overlooked. 
You should have more than enough toilets to serve the amount of people you estimate will be 
there. Toilets can be built cheap and made portable for use at another event. Then keep them 
clean and painted. 

Now comes an item | guess | must be some kind of fanatic about. This is spectator safety. But 
to make it short and simple | suggest a woven wire fence all the way around the race course at 
least 30 feet back. On the average T.T. course | would estimate the cost to run near $500. This 
may seem like a lot of money to some clubs but it is sure worth it for the peace of mind you 
get knowing the chances of some small child running out in front of a motorcycle are very 
slim. 

Now we are getting to the point where we separate the promoters from the rest of the crowd. 
I am talking of prerace promotion. This the major challenge. This is where the good talker, the 
persuasive one in your club comes into focus. This job takes a special breed of individual. At 
least three weeks before your event send out a newsletter to every possible source of news 
medium in your area. | hear people time and time again say, "We can't get any publicity at all 
in our area.” All | can say for these people is, "How hard did you try?" You have to do a little 
more work here and try, try, try again and again if necessary. When people say “Can't,” here is 
a dare and take it as such. Here is where you can have fun and reap some personal rewards. You 
might do something that nobody else could do. When | accept a dare such as this | go full steam 
ahead until | conquer or get defeated. If defeated just chalk that one up on your mental 
blackboard and figure on reassessing the problem and coming back to it at a more opportune 
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time and confront it again with perhaps some new tools of persuasion in mind. As for getting 
things on radio, T.V., or in the newspaper | first suggest the newsletter with these five WS: 
what, where, who, when, why, and sometimes how. Another suggestion is to purchase some 
radio time. In this part of Michigan $175 will buy thirty, 30 second spots and thats a whole lot 
of talking to a lot of people. As for television, | find it best to personally call the chief 
sportscaster and very politely tell him what | have going and that | would appreciate any help 
he could give me. For the newspapers it sometimes takes alot of selling. Again | suggest 
contacting the chief and ask if you could meet personally with him or a member of his staff. 
Then give him in some detail what is going on and if possible have him write up your coming 
event along with a local hotshoe. The most IMPORTANT thing is to get the results back to the 
news media as soon as possible after the event is completed, within the hour if possible. Now 
don't be afraid to try these things because you are probably not going to do worse than anyone 
else, and chances are no one has ever tried anyway. 

Lets go now to another important aspect and that is the race track. Here again | kind of go 
out of my tree on safety. There is one thing that really grinds me and that is someone sticking a 
tire about a foot in the ground, figuring that will keep the riders on the course. Nothing is going 
to keep them on the course, no matter what you do. About the slickest thing | have ever seen 
for course markers is a tire cut horizontally on one side then set halfway in the ground with the 
flappy cut side towards the race track. It is also good to have escape routes. Just go around 
your track and imagine a throttle stuck and leave plenty of room for the man to get out of 
trouble. Dust is probably one of the biggest problems for many clubs. ! believe oil is the best 
cure and can be obtained iocally from service stations usually for about a penny a gallon. There 
are other methods such as chloride, brine, and just plain water. Something should be used if 
you have a dust problem. 

The next issue is that of an ambulance. ! have always felt that any club not having qualified 
first-aid people on hand should not be allowed to ever promote an event of any type. Usually 
the services of a local ambulance company or funeral home can be obtained for free or a very 
small cost. Have your announcer give these people a lot of advertisement. Whenever ! can ! 
make a deal with these people for say $25 for standby service plus their meals and a flat rate of 
$10 or $15 a run to the hospital. | am quite proud that any time a rider is taken to the hospital 
the club has always picked up the tab. If we can’t pay a small tab like this for a fallen rider, 
insight to humanity has been lost by those sponsoring individuals. 

As for concessions, they are a good money maker but are a lot of work if you are not set up 
for it. It is a job in itself and if it can be farmed out for a cut of the profits, | think: its for the 
better. Many times this is a good place for charity. Local scout troops, Lions Club, Band 
Boosters or PTA are usually willing to grab this opportunity to make some money. |, with 
many other people, am 100% against selling any acholic beverage at any event for the simple 
reason that there is a time and place for everything and a motorcycle race is not the place to sell 


beer, If the club has to sell beer to show a profit they have no doubt missed the boar someplace 
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"along the line and probably should not be promoting races in the first place. 


Now it is race day and you have your signs up along main routes to direct people to your 
course. Your men are at the gate by nine to start collecting your hoped-for profits. You have 
two men or more if necessary in the signup area with your sanction posted in an obvious place. 
Your track personnel are well versed on their responsibilities. There is a small pamphlet 
available from the A.M.A. on these duties. The ambulance people are instructed on when they 
are to come on the track. 

Practice, to my notion, should not last more than two hours and should end 30 minutes 
before race time. At this time some nice relaxing music could be played over the public address 
system or your spectators could be informed on some pre-race gab of what is or might happen 
during the course of the days sporting event. At this time is when you make the nicest friends 
in the world, your riders. To me a happy bunch of riders is the greatest asset any motorcycle 
club could have. 

| will tell you why. One time a friend and myself, along with the help of some riders and a 
borrowed checkbook, tried to promote a race that was cancelled. | think we must have 
committed every crime of promotion. Like | said, the money wasn't ours and my name was on 
the checks for about $300. To make a long story short the law came and the law won. They 
were very nice about the whole deal, but they had a complaint and we had no township 
approval. So it was quite simple, ! would be at the gate to give back anyone his money who so 
desired. Just a few people took their money and | lost $2.00 on the whole deal and gained one 
heck of a lesson. This is why | say that happy riders are the best asset any motorcycle club can 
have and that 99.9% are willing to help whenever they can. So whenever you can help these 
fellows out, they are the greatest. 
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Beer isn’t recommended. If this is the only way you can show a profit, quit spending good 
money on races and open a bar. 

If you run your program tne same every time, the riders soon will learn this and will be on 
the line and ready to go when it time. If at all possible, have a separate starting chute. It will 
make your program go much faster. When one heat is checkered the next one is ready to go as 
soon as the track is clear. One time | was fortunate enough to get some good advice from a man 
who had been around motorcycles for about fifty years. Put on your show so fast that people 
have to really pay attention to what is going on, and have them on their way home in three 
hours. The whole idea is to make them think about the whole days events on the way home. 
That way they get two shows for the price of one. Since he told me this | have been watching 
and you will be able to see too that even adults start to tire at the end of three hours, and 
children get almost unbearable. 

The starter is probably your key to a smooth program. The only advice | can give this man is 
to be firm. People will respect you far more for sticking to the rulebook rather than giving in to 
something that is not right in the first place. 

Another key man is the announcer. He is the man who lets everyone know what is going on. | 
have done this and it is one of the biggest jobs | have ever taken on. First of all, | consider this 
man's most important job is to be certain the national anthem is played or a pledge of 
allegiance to the flag is given. And surely, weather permitting, the flag must be flown all day. 
The announcer needs a lot of help from the checkers on the line to do a good job. 

For most sportsman events about a dozen good men can run the event quite well. Everyone 
must be versatile and be able to do any job except starting or announcing. Those two require 
somewhat of a specialist, although it is good to have an ace in the hole all the time, if needed. 

After you have promoted your first event make a list of all the things you did and used to 
promote it. Then use this list for a reference each time you put on an event. You will no doubt 
add to it many times through club discussion after each event. Be open minded and constantly 
be ready for suggestions that may help make a better program. 

As for spending the profits, | am somewhat outspoken. It is my feeling that there is going to 
come a day when recreation areas are going to be in big demand. | believe it would be a wise 
investment for any club to purchase say 20 acres and constantly add to it. | don?t mean by 
building a big fancy clubhouse, such as some gunclubs do, for this puts your club in a position 
where you cannot rest. You will have to make payments and taxes. | think people spend too 
much time in life worrying about the materialistic things such as fancy homes and big 
automobiles. Motorcycling should be a hobby, and a hobby should not be work. If you just 
have a nice place with a grove of trees, a picnic area, a place that is clean to get into out of the 
rain, and a sand trail to ride motorcycles on, what more could a motorcyclist ask for except 
maybe a swimming pool and a place to promote. 

| sincerely hope ! have helped some of you people and do wish you would accept some of the 
many dares the wonderful world of motorcycling offers you. But please remember | am not 
going to be there to say, "I Dare You." You will have to see the dare for yourself and pursue it 
on your own. There is one more way to look at it. You will gain an entire new concept in life, 
one that is indescribable, you will be educating yourself and bettering motorcycling. So | say to 
you “Look sharp, Be sharp, Be quick about it," happy promoting.

in the center of a very busy Paris street 
with gobs of traffic coming at him, A 
truck nearly hit the guy and the whole 


street was tied up. From the blast of the . 
multitude of horns we heard, we gather-- 


ed that another battle of passion was 
shaping up behind us. Cheri and I really 
giggled over that little episode. 

Even simple everyday processes like 
going to the toilet can be a whole new 
experience in Europe, Once in France 
we stopped at a roadside rest to eat 
lunch and go to the can, Cheri wentin the 
side marked ‘‘dames’’ and I wentinto the 
other side marked '*messieurs'',Iopen- 
ed the door to one of the stalls and found, 


- nothing! Just a square porcelain recess 


in the floor with a hole in the middle. 
Then I recalled hearing about this type 
of toilet from someone at home, Now the 
operation for this modelis pretty simple, 
and being pretty simple myself, I soon 
had it figured, In the procelain recess 
are two foot sized protrusions whichare 
for, you guessed it, your feet, You step 
onto the feet prints, back over the hole 
and hope you don’t fall in, Now, step two. 
How to flush said toilet? I searched all 
about the stall and only found a sort of 
chrome button on the wall, I pushed it. 
The entire room flushed, I fought for my 
life, I stepped back onto the two feet 
prints to get a little higher ground, 
Finally the deluge ceased, What a dia- 
bolical device! Getting back to the car 
Cheri was laughing at me because of my 
wet pants and shoes, She knew what had 
happened because she had a similar ex- 
perience and her boots were wet also, 
Be forewarned if you stop at a French 
toilet of this type. Either wear hip boots, 
or make sure you step out before you 
flush, Then push the knob, and run for 
your lifel 

In many European public toilets they 
have what Cheri and I refer to as the 
“Special assistant to the commode", or 
more simply, the ''toilet lady'', These 
lovely ladies are even in the men's 
room and they are stationed near or 
inside the door, The restrooms are free 
to enter, but you must pay the little lady 
to get out, The tariff is usually about 
$.04 to $.08 and they will make change if 
need be, The first time I found out about 
this business was a time when I was in 
Brussels with John Banks, We passed 
through a train station on our way up 
town and decided tovisit the men’s room, 
I was somewhat surprised at seeing a 
women in the lavatory, but I just passed 
it off as another European custom, 
Everything went fine until I started out 
the door, Then she got me, I didn’t know 
what she wanted at first butI sawa small 
plate with coins in it, John came to the 
rescue and explained this bit of folklore 
to me. He didn’t know how it originated, 
but apparently the toilet ladies get no 
salary but the two francs they get from 


each person, Two francs is only $,04, 

Sometimes at night we go to the movies, 
That is another direct link with home, 
Most movies are in English, and this is 
how the Belgians pick up our language 
so easily, The most expensive seats in 
any Gent theatre. are only 50 francs 
($1.00), Their shows are different from 
ours in several ways. First they don’t 
have pop corn. Booooo! Next the goodies 
are brought around to the audience by 
girls rather than having a central snack 
bar. In Holland they serve beer in the 
cinemas. One thing we have noticed is 
the lack of drive-ins in Europe, We have 
seen only one, and that is on the out- 
skirts of Antwerp. Apparently it rains 
too much to make them profitable. 

Eating is a whole new thing here, For 
$.20 you can buy an order of Belgian 
*frites' which are french fries, They 
are served with a choice of pickles, 
onions, stew, hot mustard, tartar sauce, 
or the most popular, mayonnaise, The 
last item may sound bad, but until you 
have tried it, don't knock it, It is really 
good, Ketchup doesn't exist on french 
fries here, Another delicacy is escargots 
or snails (I pass), We eat a vast array 
of foods now, from Swedish meat balls 
to ‘‘dagshotel’’ which is a sausage based 
meat wrapped in veal, The only thing we 
are missing is Mexican food and good 
pizza, I am dying for a bunch of tacos, 
or enchiladas, or a huge pizza, 
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— The best thing about Europe to me is 


the racing, That is what I came for, I 
came to learn how to ride a motorcycle, 
It is difficult to come from the higher 
echelon of motocross in the U.S, tostart 
at the bottom all over again in Europe, 
This year has been very discouraging to 
me at times, I knew I would not come 
over here and blow all the ‘‘big kids’’ 
off, The ‘‘big kids’? go fast and ride 
rough. The courses here are much rough- 
er than home, You cannot visualize how 
much rougher they are, I wrote at the 
first of the year that I rode a course 
where both ends of the suspension bot- 
tomed at the same time, but I found I 
could go faster than the ‘‘big kids’’ 
through this type of rough. I didnot know 
why I could go quicker then, but I found 
out later, From the first of the year І 
rode with Curnutt shocks, I use them in 
the States as well. The shocks are what 
enabled me to get through the bone- 
crushing bumps at a higher rate of speed 
than the others, On the day of that race, 
there were six broken frames during the 
course of the event, and many destroyed 
Shocks, Well that course was not the 
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- rougħest circuit I have been on! Later in 


the year I ran into a circuit that was so 
rough my shocks proved to be stronger 
than the shock mounts, I severely bent 
the shock mounts and even broke one on 
the swing arm assembly. d 

The start system at the international 
motocrosses is predominately the metal 
gate, There is a bar about ten inches off 
the ground and stretching clear across 
the start area, You put your front wheel 
against the bar, engage the clutch, and 
wait for the bar to pivot away from you 
and drop. There is no cheating on this 
type of bar, Three weeks ago in France 
I started against а ''super-bar", the 
highest gate I have ever seen, In the 
typical French fashion of overdoing a 
good thing, they had a start gate that was 
20 inches high. It was a huge chunk of 
tubing, wire, levers, and pullies, At the 
starts you could look down through the 
metal-work and see the triggering device 
being pulled to drop the gate, Then, the 
cumbersome gate would begin to move, 
and with agonizing slowness, the bar 
would fall forward like the door to the 
Inner Sanctum, and crash to the ground 
letting you take off, It was dumb! 

In the actual combat of the race you 
will find the competition to be about ten 
times fiercer than in the U.S, If youpass 
a man in the U,S, he usually stays 
passed, but in Europe they don't give up. 
You may pass the same guy five or six 
times in one race, Or someone you pass 
in the early stages of the race willgo on 
to win, Each race I learn something new, 
and now I am trying to apply my new- 
found knowledge to go faster. Youcannot 
compete here unless you can do every- 
thing by instinct, If you have to think 
about a move, it takes toolong. You must 
react to reach the top of the heap. 

After the event comes the worst part of 


the day: worse than that bad down-hill, . 


worse than that handle-bar-deep mud- 
hole, worse than the off-camber sections, 
and worse than the 70 mph down hill 
jump, The trauma I am talking about is 
collecting your hard earned pay. If you 
are lucky, the organizers will be organ- 
ized, That means you will getyour bread 
around 7;30 at the track, I? you are un- 
lucky, and this is typical, you will have 
to go into the nearby town to some tiny 
beer joint and wait until 8:30 or 9:00 in 
the evening. There is always a crowd of 
other riders who are just as anxious as 
you to get their money and a lot of com- 
plaining goes on, But the complaints 
never help. Just a while ago we went to 
a race where they paid the trophies in a 
large hall after the race, The presenta- 
tion did not start until 9:00, Then after a 
long and drawn outaffair, it was an- 
nounced that the money would be paid at 
a bar just down the street, So everyone 
had to pile into their cars and drive three 
miles to a bar, We waited until 11:30 
before we got paid, 

Now we are coming home. In my letters 
I have tried to give an idea of what it is 
like to live and race in Europe, I know 
I cannot say this is how it is, or that is 
how it is, because each person who comes 
here will have different experiences, But 
I do hope that all Americans who come to 
Europe enjoy their stay as much as we 
have, 
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The scrambles stewards, especially in 
the lightweight and ultra-lightweight di- 
visions have mentioned some phone calls 
they get every time the point standings 
are printed in the papers. Apparently 
some riders think they receive points 
every time they ride at the local tracks 
and then get a little shook when they find 
out they don't have as low a number as 
they feel they've earned, So if you're a 
rider who 1s not too clear on this, we'll 
explain, No, you don't get District 37 
points when you ride the un-sanctioned 
night races at Perris and Elsinore or the 
Sunday races at Adelanto and Huntington, 
What you do get is valuable experience 
on those tracks for the pointruns thrown 
there and most of these tracks keep their 
own point system for their own races, 
Trophies are awarded at the end of the 
year along with other goodies, You Should 
have seen the size of the Perris trophies 
last year! Biggest we've seen in many & 
moon, But the only way to lower that 
plate number or to transfer from Novice 
on up to Expert is by riding the point 
runs thrown by a District 37 sanctioned 
club. 

That reminds us of a story about a 
happening when these night races started. 
An Expert card holder showed up to ride 
one and naturally went to enter the Ex- 
pert Division, He was asked if he had 
ever ridden those races before and the 
answer was no, The poor boy was put in 
the Novice class which he proceeded to 
blow in the weeds but whatalland sundry 
said to him when they saw the results 
was rough to say the least! Cherry pick- 
ing was a mild term! But they have 
changed things since then but that tale 
makes a good bít of bench racing! 

We swallowed some pride the other 
night and went to see ‘‘Hell’s Angels 
+69’? and have to admit we enjoyed it. 
Why? It was downrightgroovy to see guys 
we know in the Viewfinders doing the 
riding in it, the photography is excellent 
(better than the picture) but best of all? 
The chase scene with Eddie Mulder being 
the ‘‘Hare’’ with the others the ‘‘Hounds’’ 
across great desert country, There was 
no identification, naturally, that it was 
“Squirrel” (who once held number one 
heavyweight scrambles plate for you 
newcomers), but anyone who has watched 
him ride KNEW it was Ed; his style 
is unmistakable, It was bitchin’! Bit we 
liked best? Following the story plot, the 
Angels take to dirt bikes to head outinto 
the desert chasing three people. Some 
scenes couldn’t be shot around them with 
long shots etc, Have you ever seen an 
Angel trying to ride a Husqvarna down 
a shale hill? Their bag, as we know, is 
the road, and the movie, to anyone who 
knows even a bit about riding bikes, 
points out differences in a hurry! Riding 
dirt and riding road are two different 
breeds of cat; you can groove on the road 
and really goof in the dirt, 

With the popularity of the Mini-Trail 
bikes there is one scrambler who is 
having real fun with them, Larry Taylor 
and friends get together in his back yard 
one night a week for racing, Larry sets 
up the program ''complete? he Says; 
«І have an A Main, a B Main, a scratch 
Main and an All-Comers,’’ Trouble is 
the backyard doesn’t have a decent rose 
bush left. 

We hear rumors the Jack Rabbits are 
going to have a mini bike race at their 
point run in Elsinore...wonder if they 
know of the existence of the newest club, 
“The Mini-Trail Mob??? These cats 
would do anything to win, including cut- 
ting course or riding backwards on 
the track!

Firet “Time For Suzuki Or Aug 
Japanese Machine At Sears Poiat 


SANTA FE SPRINGS, CAL., — Riding a 
factory prepared Suzuki 500, Art Bau- 
mann of Brisbane, California, took first 
place in the 125 mile Sears Point Nation- 
al Championship Road Race with an 
average speed of 72,68 mph. 

This Suzuki victory marks the first 
time that a 2-stroke machine has wonan 
AMA sponsored National Open Cham- 
pionship Road Race, It is also the first 
time that a Japanese machine has won 
such a race, 

Art Baumann’s Suzuki led the race for 
all but the first four laps. Between laps 
17 and 27 the race was between Art’s 
machine and the other factory Suzuki 
ridden by Ron Grant. Ron’s machine, 
which had set three national land speed 
records at Bonneville only one week 
before, finally gave out in lap 27. For the 
rest of the race, Art Baumann was way 
out in front, by as much as 52 seconds 
in lap 41. By the end of the race, Bau- 
mann's Suzuki had lapped nine of the 
other twelve finishers. On lap 39, Bau- 
mann came in for his mandatory fuel 
Stop. The Suzuki pit crew had him 
gassed and out of the pit in under 9 
seconds, without losing the lead. T 

Exhausted and sweat stained after the 
grueling 50 lap road race, Art com- 


mented, ‘‘The bike worked fantastic! It 
was 115 degrees on that track, 125 
miles, and that Suzuki never missed a 
beat.'' 

Suzuki Competition Director, Paul 
Garnant, smiled triumphantly as he said, 
“This has been a fantastic step forward 
in our racing program, Suzuki’s whole 
purpose in racing is to learn how to 
build the best possible production ma- 
chines, and our victories here today show 
how far along we are in that direction,’’ 

Saturday was also Suzuki’s day of 
triumph in the 50-mile amateur road 
race which preceeded the 125 mile 
Expert event, Jim Dunn, a student at 
Western Washington State College, took 
first place on another factory sponsored 
Suzuki 500, This was Jim’s first ride as 
well as his first victory as an Amateur 
in AMA national road racing, Again the 
Suzuki victory was hotly contested, but 
clear-cut. Jim not only held first place 
for all but two laps of the 20 lap race, 
he finished first in the trial heats, and 
turned in the fastest qualifying time, 

Asked about his bike’s racing perfor- 
mance, Jim replied, ‘‘That Suzuki’s got 
to be a fine machine. I just don't know 
what else to say about it.’’
